Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  your  notice  the  following 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1895. 

The  chief  points  relative  to  the  Vital  Statistics  are  as  follows  : 

The  Birth-rate  continues  to  show  a  falling  off,  and  the  Marriage 
Rate  is  also  lower  than  in  1894. 

The  Death-rate  which  in  1894  was  one  of  the  lowest  on  record, 
was  much  higher. 

Zymotic  Disease  was  extensively  prevalent  during  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year,  the  deaths  from  Measles  and  Diarrhoea  being 
much  above  the  average. 

The  Death-rate  amongst  infants  under  one  year,  which  in  1894 
was  a  low  one,  rose  much  above  the  average.  A  recent  writer  says 
on  this  point :  “  When  we  look  at  the  domestic  surroundings  of 
the  poor,  the  bad  sanitary  conditions  under  which  they  live,  and  the 
ignorance  from  a  scientific  stand-point  they  show  of  the  proper 
methods  of  feeding  and  rearing  children,  we  cease  to  wonder  that 
so  many  children  die  in  infancy  ;  we  rather  wonder  so  many 
survive.” 

• 

The  growth  of  the  population  continues,  the  rate  though  is 
somewhat  diminished  in  consequence  of  the  completion  of  the  Ship 
Canal.  This  is  verified  by  the  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths,  and 
the  erection  of  405  new  buildings  during  the  year. 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  has  been  a  steady  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  trade  of  the  town  and  district  during  the  year  1895, 
and  that  the  earnings  of  the  working  classes  are  above  the  average 
of  the  last  15  or  20  years.  One  trustworthy  authority  informs 
me  “  That  all  the  staple  trades  in  and  around  Warrington  are 
participating  in  this  improvement,  and  the  year  1895  closed  with 
si  ill  brighter  prospects.”

The  natural  increase  of  the  population,  or  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  during  the  year  1895,  amounted  to  849,  against  an 
average  increase  of  877  during  the  previous  10  years  and  against 
1,213  in  the  year  1894. 

The  population  on  which  the  statistics  are  based  and  estimated, 
as  in  previous  years,  would  be  57,072.  in  the  middle  of  1895.

BIRTHS. 


The  Births  registered  during  the  52  weeks  of  1895  numbered 
2,098,  of  which  1,062  were  males,  and  1,036  females. 

The  excess  of  Births  over  Heaths  was  849 

The  Birth-rate  for  the  year  was  36 *7,  and  therefore  2*9  per  1,000 
lower  than  in  1894,  and  the  lowest  Birth-rate  for  many  years,  thus 
in  accord  with  the  gradual  decline  noted  by  the  Registrar-General 
to  be  taking  place  in  the  country  at  large.

The  Birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1895,  was  30-3  per 
1,000  of  the  population  which,  although  higher  than  the  low  rates 
in  1890  and  1894,  is  lower  than  any  other  on  record,  and  0*9  per 
1,000  below  the  average  rate  in  the  10  years  1885-94.”

The  total  number  of  Deaths  recorded  in  the  Borough  of 
Warrington  during  the  year  1895  was  1,249,  of  which  659  were 
males,  and  590  females.  Of  this  number  13  took  place  at  the 
Fever  Hospital,  27  at  the  Infirmary,  and  77  at  the  Workhouse. 
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DEATH-RATE. 

In  estimating  the  Death-rate  20  Deaths  must  be  deducted  of 
persons  belonging  to  other  districts,  1  added  of  a  person  who  died 
outside,  but  belonged  to  the  district. 

The  Mortality  is  then  equivalent  to  a  Death-rate  of  21*5  per 
1,000  per  annum,  against  a  Death-rate  of  17*4  per  1,000  for  the 
year  1894,  and  is  0*2  below  the  average  of  the  ten  years  1885-1894, 
in  this  respect  being  similar  to  England  and  Wales.

WARD  DEATH-RATE. 

The  Deaths  in  Table  III.  are  appointed  to  the  Wards  to  which  they 
severally  belong,  with  the  exception  of  24  Deaths  occurring  in  the 
Workhouse,  of  which  no  record  of  previous  residence  is  obtainable. 
This  as  usual  increases  the  Death-rate  of  the  White  Cross  Ward.

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DEATH-RATE  OF  ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

The  Death-rate  of  1894  as  recorded  by  the  Registrar-General 
was  most  remarkable,  viz.,  16*6,  being  not  only  the  lowest  recorded, 
but  as  much  as  Do  per  1,000  under  the  lowest  previous  rate,  viz., 
18*1  in  1888,  According  to  the  same  Authority  the  Death-rate 
in  1895  was  18*7  per  1,000,  which  shows  an  increase  of  2*1  per 
1,000,  on  the  low-rate  in  the  previous  year,  but  is  0*2  below  the 
average  of  the  ten  years  1885-1894. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  Rate  of  Infantile  Mortality  is  very  much  higher  than  it 
should  be.  In  the  year  under  consideration  this  arises  from  the 
excessive  Mortality  from  Diarrhoea,  no  less  than  98  of  the  148 
Deaths  from  this  disease  being  Infants  under  twelve  months  old. 
Out  of  every  1,000  children  born  419  died  in  their  first  year, 
against  277  in  1894,  and  458  in  1893.  This  gives  an  Infantile 
Mortality  of  199  per  1,000  Births,  against  124  in  1894,  and  158 
the  average  of  the  ten  years  1885-1894.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  rate  of  Mortality  from  the  seven  chief  Zymotic  Diseases, 
i.e.,  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Fever  (including  Typhus,  Typhoid  and  Continued),  and 
Diarrhoea,  which  in  1894  was  one  of  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  rose 
to  5' 3,  in  1895  being  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the  prevalence 
of  Measles  and  Diarrhoea,  these  diseases  causing  111  and  148 
deaths  respectively.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

This  disease  was  not  nearly  so  prevalent  as  in  1894.  During 
the  first  six  months  of  the  year  9 1  cases  were  notified.  In  <  he 
3rd  quarter  53  cases  occurred,  but  in  the  Autumn  and  early 
Winter  months  it  showed  a  tendency  to  spread.  The  total  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  notified  was  235  against  354  in  1894.  Of  this  number 
200  were  removed  to  Hospital,  5  proving  fatal,  or  2.5  per  cent. ; 
of  the  remainder  treated  at  home  (35)  12  died,  or  34.2  per  cent. 
Our  death  rate  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  *29  per  1000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation.  For  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  (Rural  and  LTrban 
Districts)  the  rate  was  *11  per  1,000.  The  death  rate  from  Scarlet 
Fever  in  1895  compares  favourably  with  the  previous  10  years,  as 
the  following  Table  shows.

PRECAUTIONS  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD 

OF  THE  EPIDEMIC, 

Every  case  notified  was  visited,  and  isolation  at  the  Hospital 
was  advised.  Children  from  infected  homes  were  stopped  from 
attending  School,  and  handbills  containing  suggestions  for  pre¬ 
venting  the  spread  of  the  disease  were  circulated.  Eighty-five 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  cases  were  removed  to 
Hospital,  the  remainder  were  either  certified  by  the  Medical 
Attendant  as  properly  isolated,  or  in  an  unfit  condition  for 
removal. 

RULES  FOR  PREVENTING  THE  SPREAD  OF  SCARLET 

FEVER. 

1.  — Scarlet  Fever  and  Scarlatina  are  one  and  the  sayie  disease. 

2.  — Keep  the  patient  from  everyone  else  in  a  separate  room, 
into  which  no  one  but  the  doctor  and  person  nursing  should  enter. 

3.  — Strip  the  room  at  once  of  needless  articles,  such  as  carpets, 
hangings,  contents  of  cupboards  and  drawers,  or  anything  which 
may  harbour  infection. 

4.  — When  fever  is  in  the  house,  keep  your  children  from  School, 
and  from  amongst  other  children  ;  keep  the  family  from  Church 
or  Chapel,  and  from  Public  Meetings;  keep  out  of  neighbours’ 
houses,  and  keep  neighbours  out  of  yours. 

5.  — Remember  that  the  danger  of  infection  is  the  same  in  all 
cases,  whether  mild  or  severe. 

6.  — If  there  is  a  fire-place  in  the  room,  keep  a  fire  burning. 
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7.  — Open  the  stair  windows,  and  windows  in  other  rooms,  as 
often  as  you  can. 

8.  — Never  leave  the  sick  room  wihout  washing  your  hands  in 
water  mixed  with  Condy’s  fluid,  and  see  that  no  one  else  uses  the 
same  towel. 

9.  — Cups  and  dishes  used  in  the  sick  room  ought  to  be  kept 
there,  and  food  left  unused  by  the  patient  must  not  be  touched  by 
the  healthy. 

10.  — Keep  plenty  of  disinfectant  always  in  the  vessel  for  dis¬ 
charges  from  the  body,  and  put  in  more  each  time  it  is  used  before 
taking  it  out  of  the  room. 

11.  — When  you  can  do  so,  bury  all  discharges  in  the  earth  away 
from  the  house  or  water  supply.  If  you  cannot  do  this,  bury  them 
in  the  ashpit.  If  there  is  no  other  way  but  to  empty  them  down  a 
water-closet  or  sewer,  use  every  precaution  as  to  cleanliness,  and 
flush  well  with  water.  Never  empty  them  into  a  Privy. 

12.  — Use  rags  in  preference  to  handkerchiefs  for  the  patient,  and 
burn  them. 

13.  — Steep  bedclothes  and  soiled  things  at  once,  and  before 
leaving  the  room,  in  water — boiling  water  if  possible — mixed  with 
disinfectant.  Steep  for  a  night  and  a  day  outside  the  house,  and 
wash  separately  from  other  clothes. 

14. —  Sprinkle  brimstone  on  a  shovelful  of  red  hot  cinders,  and 
carry  through  the  house  night  and  morning. 

15. —  Iiub  the  patient  from  head  to  foot  with  camphorated  oil 
every  night  so  long  as  the  skin  peels. 

16.  — When  the  skin  is  peeling  give  the  patient  a  warm  bath 
mixed  with  Condy’s  fluid,  and  wash  with  carbolic  soap  every  night 
at  bed  time. 

17.  — There  is  risk  of  infection  as  long  as  the  skin  peels  and  for 
at  least  a  fortnight  afterwards.  Keep  the  patient  indoors  during 
this  period,  as  there  is,  besides,  great  risk  of  inflammation  and 
dropsy  from  draughts  or  chills.  The  milder  the  case  the  greater 
the  risk.  During  this  period,  too,  no  letters  should  be  written  by 
the  patient,  as  the  infection  has  been  known  to  have  been  sent 
in  this  way  through  the  post. 

18.  No  child  must  go  back  to  School  before  the  end  of  eight 
weeks  from  an  attack.  Send  the  children  back  to  School  in 
clean  clothes  which  have  been  washed  since  the  illness. 

19.  — After  the  illness  fumigate  the  rooms  with  burning  brim¬ 
stone,  a  pound  of  brimstone  set  on  fire  in  an  iron  pot  of  some 
kind,  scrape  the  walls,  stripping  off  wall  papers,  whitewash 
ceilings  and  walls,  and  scrub  floors  and  all  woodwork. 
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20.  — If  death  should  take  place  put  a  layer  of  carbolic  powder 
or  chloride  of  lime  in  the  coffin.  Let  the  funeral  take  place  as 
early  as  possible.  At  the  funeral  do  not  let  your  friends  or  neigh¬ 
bours  enter  the  house,  for  the  air  is  infectious,  and  by  so  doing 
they  run  the  risk  of  carrying  away  infection.  The  body  and  those 
who  are  in  attendance  ought  not  to  enter  the  church  or  chapel, 
and  the  service  ought  to  take  place  altogether  in  the  open  air. 

21.  — Do  not  be  sparing  of  disinfectants,  fresh  air,  and  cleanli¬ 
ness.  Trouble  taken  to  prevent  infection  from  spreading  is  a  duty 
to  your  neighbour,  whose  health  and  life  are  at  such  a  time,  for 
aught  you  know,  in  your  hands. 

Note. — Quantity  of  Disinfectants  to  be  used. 

For  Chamber  Vessels. — Two  large  spoonfuls  of  carbolic  acid 
powder,  or  chloride  of  lime. 

For  Washing  Clothes. — A  pound  weight  of  carbolic  acid  powder, 
or  two  ounces  of  chloride  of  lime,  to  every  gallon  of  water. 

For  Baths  and  Hand  Basin. — Condy’s  fluid,  enough  to  make 
the  water  deeply  purple. 

Carbolic  Powder,  Chloride  of  Lime,  Condy’s  Fluid,  &c.,  can  be 
bought  at  all  druggists,  but  may  also  be  had  by  those  who  cannot 
afford  to  buy  them,  free  of  charge,  on  application  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  Norman,  Town  Hall,  Warrington.

MEASLES. 

The  epidemic  commenced  in  the  month  of  July  and  continued 
to  the  end  of  the  year.  The  outbreak  commenced  in  the  Fairfield 
Ward,  specially  among  the  children  attending  the  St.  George’s 
Schools.  From  here  it  spread  all  over  the  town.  This  disease  not 
being  notified,  it  is  only  by  the  death  returns  that  we  are  made 
aware  of  its  presence. 

As  soon  as  we  became  aware  of  its  prevalence  arrangements  were 
made  with  Masters  of  the  various  National  Schools,  who  supplied 
me  with  lists  of  absentees,  and  the  houses  of  the  sick  were  visited. 
A  handbill  was  left  at  every  home,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy - 
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BOROUGH  OF  WARRINGTON. 

PRECAUTIONS  TO  BE  ADOPTED  FOR  THE  PREVENTION 
OF  THE  SPREAD  OF  MEASLES  IN  SCHOOLS. 

(Suggested  by  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health.) 

1.  A  suspected  case,  as,  for  instance,  one  of  persistent  sneezing 
or  watering  of  the  eyes  (when  Measles  is  known  to  be  prevalent  in 
the  neighbourhood),  should  be  isolated  at  once. 

2.  If  it  turns  out  to  be  Measles,  any  other  suspected  case  should 
be  isolated,  and  the  schoolroom  in  which  the  case  occurs  should  be 
disinfected. 

3.  Other  children  from  the  house  in  which  the  case  occurred 
should  not  be  received  into  the  school,  as  they  may  carry  the  poison 
in  their  clothes. 

I 

4.  Measles  is  contagious  at  so  early  a  period  that  such 
measures  often  necessarily  fail  from  the  precautions  not  having 
been  taken  soon  enough. 

5.  Fourteen  days  after  the  eruption  has  disappeared  is  a  proper 
interval  to  allow  before  the  return  of  a  child  to  school. 

6.  The  disinfection  mentioned  should  be  carried  on  as  follows  : 

— Spread  out  and  hang  out  upon  lines  all  articles  of  clothing  and  bed¬ 
ding  ;  well  close  the  fire-place,  windows,  and  all  openings ;  then 
take  a  quarter  to  half  a  pound  of  brimstone,  broken  into  small 
pieces,  put  them  into  an  iron  dish,  supported  over  a  pail  of  water, 
and  set  fire  to  the  brimstone  by  putting  some  live  coals  upon  it. 

Close  the  door  and  stop  all  crevices,  and  allow  the  room  to  remain 
shut  up  for  twenty-four  hours.  The  room  should  then  be  freely 
ventilated,  by  opening  the  door  and  windows;  the  ceiling  should 
be  whitewashed,  the  paper  stripped  from  the  walls  and  burnt,  and 
the  furniture  and  all  wood  and  painted  work  be  well  washed  with 
soap  and  water,  containing  a  little  chloride  of  lime.  Beds,  mat¬ 
tresses,  and  articles  which  cannot  well  be  washed,  should,  if  Jk 

possible,  be  submitted  to  the  action  of  heat  in  a  disinfecting 

chamber,  provided  by  the  Warrington  Sanitary  Authority.  Until 
this  process  of  disinfection  is  carried  out,  the  rooms  cannot  safely 
be  occupied.  For  large  rooms,  about  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of 
sulphur  should  be  allowed  to  each  1,500  cubic  feet  of  air,  and  it 
should  be  burned  in  several  vessels,  placed  in  different  parts  of  the 
room,  and  not  all  in  one  large  vessel. 
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All  bedding  and  clothing,  &c.,  will  be  removed  for  disinfection 
on  application ;  and  Disinfectants  may  be  obtained  free  of  cost  at 
the  office  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Town  Hall,  between 
the  hours  of  9  and  12  in  the  morning. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

The  deaths  attributed  to  Diphtheria  numbered  5,  against  the 
same  mortality  in  1894,  and  an  average  of  9  for  the  past  7  years. 
The  number  of  cases  notified  was  14. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

This  disease  was  not  specially  prevalent  during  the  year.'  It 
caused  10  deaths,  and  the  mortality  rate  was  *17  per  1,000.  With 
the  exception  of  one  case,  all  were  children  under  five  years  of  age.

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Typhoid  Fever  caused  1*2  deaths.  The  average  number  of 
deaths  per  annum  for  the  past  10  years  was  10*6.  The  number  of 
cases  of  sickness  from  Typhoid  was  42  ;  14  in  the  first  quarter,  .3  in 
the  second,  9  in  the  third,  and  16  in  the  fourth.  The  percentage 
mortality  from  this  disease  was  27*9. 


TYPHUS. 

This  bow  rare  disease  in  Warrington  has  one  death  attributed  to 
it  in  1895.  The  case  was  reported  dead.  The  body  wras  immedi¬ 
ately  removed  to  the  Mortuary,  the  bedding  and  clothing  were 
burnt,  and  the  house  was  limewashed  and  cleansed  after  fumigation. 
There  was  no  other  case.

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DIARRHOEA. 

The  year  1895  was  essentially  a  “  Diarrhoea  year.”  The  number 
of  deaths,  though  not  so  high  as  in  1893,  ivas  148.  Of  this  number 
145  were  under  5  years  of  age.  The  largest  proportion  of  deaths 
took  place  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year. 

This  disease  is  essentially  connected  with  temperature,  influenced 
in  the  individual  by  the  improper  feeding  of  the  young,  the  general 
neglect  of  cleanliness,  specially  in  the  feeding  of  infants,  as  well  as 
by  the  existence  of  the  numerous  breeding  grounds  for  the  organ¬ 
isms  which  produce  Diarrhoea  in  this  town,  as  unpaved  yards  which 
are  saturated  with  slops  and  filth  of  all  kinds. 

MINOR  ZYMOTICS. 

Influenza. 

Twenty  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease,  the  ages  at 
death  being  all  adults  between  25  and  65  years. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  44  cases  notified  and  1  death. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

There  were  only  5  cases  notified,  and  of  this  number  4  died. 

Constitutional  Diseases. 

Rheumatic  Fever  caused  9  deaths,  against  3  in  1894;  5  in  1893  ; 

6  in  1892,  and  9  in  1891. 

Cancer  and  Allied  Diseases. 

The  deaths  from  these  diseases  were  27  in  number.  The  deaths

Tubercular  or  Consumptive  Diseases.

LOCAL  DISEASES. 


The  various  Local  Diseases  are  enumerated  and  tabulated  on 
Tables  in  the  Appendix  numbered  2. 

Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  caused  141  deaths,  against  126 
in  1894,  out  of  this  number  Convulsions  caused  42. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System  produced  220  deaths,  being 
much  higher  than  last  year,  when  166  were  registered. 

Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System  caused  52  deaths,  against  46 


in  1894. 


Diseases  of  the  Digestive  System  caused  55  deaths,  against  81 


in  1894. 


VIOLENCE. 


The  deaths  from  violence  numbered  32,  as  against  37  in  1894, 
and  28  in  1893. 


Not  counting  deaths  from  Debility,  Atrophy,  &c.,  there  were  59 
deaths  ill- defined  or  not  specified,  against  53  in  1894,  69  in  1893, 
62  in  1892,  83  in  1891  ;  50  deaths  were  not  specified  either  by 
medical  practitioners  or  coroners,  or  4  per  cent.,  against  5*3  in 
1894.  Coroners’  inquests  were  held  in  46  cases. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOP  SMALLPOX. 


The  question  of  accommodation  of  Smallpox  patients,  which  has 
been  continually  before  you  since  the  disastrous  outbreak  three 
years  ago,  is  still  unsettled.  The  dangerous  situation  of  the 
Borough,  though  our  fears  may  have  been  lulled  by  an  interval  of 
immunity  from  the  disease,  still  continues.  I  would  therefore 
urge  you  to  consider  carefully  the  accompanying  report  on  a 
proposed  site  for  a  Smallpox  Hospital ;  the  map  is  intended  to 
show  the  relation  of  this  site  to  the  surrounding  inhabited  areas. 
I  would  call  to  your  remembrance  the  importance  of  the  separation 
of  a  Smallpox  Hospital  from  centres  of  population,  and  remind  you 
of  the  painful  lesson  that  followed  the  contravention  of  this 
principle  in  our  own  case  in  1892. 

SITE  OF  PROPOSED  SMALLPOX  HOSPITAL. 

Extract  from  Dr.  Thorne's  Recent  Report. 

“  It  may,  however,  be  laid  down,  with  a  view  of  lessening  the 
risk  of  infection,  that  a  local  authority  should  not  contemplate  the 
erection  of  a  Smallpox  Hospital  — 

1st.  On  any  site  where  it  would  have  within  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  of  it  as  a  centre  either  a  hospital,  whether  for 
infectious  diseases  or  not,  or  a  workhouse  or  any 
similar  establishment  or  a  population  of  1 50-200 
persons. 

2nd.  On  any  site  where  it  would  have  within  half-a-mile  of 
it  as  a  centre  a  population  of  500-600  persons, 
whether  in  one  or  more  institutions  or  in  dwelling- 
houses. 

It  must  also  be  understood  that  even  where  the  above  conditions 
are  strictly  fulfilled  there  may  be  circumstances  under  which  the 
erection  of  a  Smallpox  Hospital  should  not  be  contemplated. 
Cases  in  which  there  is  any  considerable  collection  of  inhabitants 
just  beyond  the  half-mile  zone  should  always  call  for  especial 
consideration.” 


SMALL-POX  HOSPITAL. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Borough  Surveyor  wish  to 
make  a  preliminary  Report  in  reference  to  a  Smallpox  Hospital 
for  the  Borough. 

We  have  visited  several  sites  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Warrington, 
and  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  a  portion  of  the  farm  known 
as  44  Pear  Tree  Farm,”  near  Houghton  Green,  which  property 
belongs  to  the  Corporation  of  Warrington,  is  the  most  suitable.

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Although  its  isolation  is  perhaps  not  as  satisfactory  as  we  could 
wish,  still  it  is  as  good  as  any  other  site  that  we  have  visited. 

The  site  is  about  40  feet  0  inches  above  Ordnance  datum, 
having  a  good  aspect  and  a  suitable  sub-soil. 

The  nearest  dwelling-house  is  about  150  yards  distant  from 
the  site. 

The  water  supply  could  be  derived  from  the  Corporation  Water 
Mains. 

Arrangements  could  be  made  for  the  drainage  by  filtration, 
and  the  Hospital  would  have  to  be  lighted  by  lamps. 

We  would  suggest  that  a  building  be  constructed  for  ten  male 
and  ten  female  patients,  with  Nurses’  Rooms,  Bath-rooms,  and 
other  equipments. 

It  would  also  be  requisite  to  build  an  Administrative  Ward  for 
the  Caretaker.  Surgeon’s  Boom  connected  to  the  ward  by  a  covered 
corridor. 

Outbuildings,  such  as  Mortuary,  Laundry,  Ambulance  Shed  and 
Disinfecting  Stove  would  also  be  constructed. 

We  consider  that  the  first  outlay  would  be  about  £3,000.

SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  GENERAL  HOSPITAL 

ACCOMMODATION. 

In  consequence  of  the  inquiry  of  the  Clerk  to  the  Board  of 
Guardians  relative  to  the  proposed  purchase  of  our  present 
Hospital  Buildings  and  land  to  enable  them  to  increase  their  own 
accommodation  I  present  the  following  report  : — 

On  several  occasions  I  have  pointed  out  the  great  need  for 
Hospital  extension,  not  only  for  the  reception  of  all  cases  of 
infectious  disease  requiring  isolation,  but  also  a  greatly  improved 
provision  of  sleeping  and  other  rooms  to  meet  the  necessary  wants 
of  the  staff  of  nurses  and  servants.  Our  Wards  have  for  several 
years  been  on  many  occasions  overcrowded,  which,  as  I  have 
previously  intimated,  militates  against  the  recovery  of  the 

patients,  especially  patients  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  where  on 
more  than  one  occasion  there  has  been  “  a  re-infection  of  the 
disease  ”  ;  this  overcrowding  also  tends  to  delay  convalescence,  as 
well  as  to  produce  “  Return  Cases,”  by  increasing  the  difficulty  of 
disinfection. 

(>ur  present  Hospital  was  built  in  1877-8,  when  our  popula¬ 
tion  was  about  38,000,  and  at  that  time  was  sufficiently  large  in 
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accordance  with  the  generally  accepted  rule  that  one  bed  should 
be  provided  for  every  1,000  inhabitants,  but  even  then,  if  every 
patient  had  the  required  regulation  air  space  of  2,000  cubic  feet, 
there  was  only  room  for  28  patients.  From  time  to  time  since 
the  opening'  of  the  Hospital  increased  accommodation  has  been 
added  b;y  the  erection  of  a  6(  Ducker  Ward  ”  and  the  use  of  tents. 
The  former  was  destroyed  by  tire,  the  tents  have  collapsed  by 
decay,  but  neither  was  satisfactory  for  the  treatment  of  patients, 
at  the  best  they  were  only  makeshifts,  and  only  suitable  for  the 
reception  of  patients  under  the  most  favourable  atmospheric 
conditions.  The  iron  and  wood  Ward,  built  at  the  time  of  the 
Small-pox  outbreak  in  1892,  and  destroyed  by  fire  in  May,  1893, 
was  not  to  be  compared  in  comfort  to  a  permanent  building. 

The  site  originally  contained  H  acres,  but  with  the 
addition  of  land  bought  in  1893  is  now  equal  to  2f  acres  in 
extent.

The  three  Wards  were  originally  described  as  being  for  the 
reception  of  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Small-pox,  and  once  in  the 
history  of  the  Hospital  as  many  as  four  kinds  of  infectious 
disease  were  isolated,  viz  : — 


Typhoid  in  Ward  A. 

Scarlet  Fever  in  Ward  B. 

Small  Pox  „  „  C. 

Typhus  Fever  in  the  Tents, 

but  this  was  when  the  numbers  of  three  of  the  diseases  was  limited. 
In  certain  years,  in  consequence  of  the  excessive  amount  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  that  disease  has  entirely  occupied  the  two  large 
Wards,  whilst  the  small  one  was  left  for  Typhoid,  and  ought  never 
to  be  occupied  by  more  than  four  patients,  so  that  practically  we 
are  limited  to  the  reception  of  two  kinds  of  Infectious  Disease. 
As  before  mentioned,  the  number  of  beds  available,  giving  the 
regulation  cubic  space  to  each  patient  of  2,000  cubic  feet,  is  28. 
Our  population  is  now  above  57,000,  and  when  the  Borough  is 
extended  will  be  over  60,000.  If  we  continue  to  provide  Hospital 
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accommodation  for  the  Newton  Urban  District,  and  the  Warring¬ 
ton  Rural,  which  will  give  us  an  additional  population  of  20,000 
to  legislate  for,  we  shall  require  at  least  double  our  present 
number  of  beds.  This  would  give  us  the  means  of  properly 
isolating  three  kinds  of  infectious  disease,  the  4th  (Small-pox ) 
you  have  already  proposed  to  isolate  and  treat  in  a  separate  place 
and  building. 

During  the  past  month  I  regret  to  say  that  the  two  large 
Wards  have  been  full  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  in  the  small  one  every 
bed  has  been  occupied  with  Enteric  Fever;  consequently  I  have 
had  to  refuse  admission  of  other  cases  of  that  disease,  as  well  as 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  the  latter  disease  we  are  seldom  in  a 
position  to  take  into  Hospital. 

If  no  arrangement  is  made  for  the  sale  of  our  present  build¬ 
ings,  &c.,  to  the  Guardians,  our  prospective  necessities  are  as 
follows  : — 

Porter’s  Lodge  and  Entrance. — A  great  improvement 
in  its  arrangement,  w'hich  might  involve  its  removal  to  another 
position,  so  as  to  have  two  entrances,  one  the  infected  entrance 
leading  to  the  Hospital  proper;”  the  other  “the  non-infected 
entrance  leading  to  the  Administrative  Department,  &c.”  The 
Porter’s  Lodge  should  contain  a  Waiting  Room,  where  outsiders 
can  remain  until  their  business  has  been  ascertained  and  dealt 
with. 

Administrative  Department.— This  will  of  necessity  require 
considerable  enlargement,  and  even  at  the  present  time  we  have 
no  sleeping  room  for  the  Laundress,  who  has  to  live  out;  this  is 
contrary  to  the  true  spirit  of  government  of  an  Isolation  Hospital 
for  Infectious  Diseases. 

^  ards. — A  new  main  Ward  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
reception  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  present  large  Wards  could 
then  be  used  for  the  treatment  of  Fever  and  Diphtheria  and  the 
small  Ward  for  special  cases. 

Isolation  Ward. — This  is  particularly  required  for  the 
isolation  of  concurrent  infectious  diseases,  or  for  suspicious  cases, 
and  also  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  doubtful  diagnosis. 

Discharging  Ward. — This  you  have  already  sanctioned  and 
has  long  been  required  to  enable  all  the  necessary  precautions  to 
be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  by  patients 
who  are  leaving  the  Institution. 

I  only  touch  upon  these  as  details  as  a  general  scheme  of 
improvement,  which  is  imperatively  called  for,  if  the  Hospital  is 
to  remain  on  its  present  site.

AND  THE  SHIP  CANAL. 

During  the  summer  of  1895  the  River  in  its  course  near  to  the 
Knutsford  Road  gave  off  most  filthy  emanations,  filling  the  houses 
and  interfering  with  the  comfort  of  the  occupants.  Of  course,  whilst 
the  Upper  Mersey  is  the  recipient  of  the  sewage  of  Manchester 
and  neighbouring  towns  this  nuisance  will  continue,  but  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  increased  supply  of  water  diverted  from  the 
Ship  Canal  at  Butcher ’s-field  Weir,  as  well  as  the  action  of  the 
conjoint  committee  under  the  Rivers  Pollution  Act,  will  have  in 
the  future  a  considerable  tendency  to  mitigate  this  nuisance. 

Salford,  I  am  informed,  has  already  dealt  with  its  sewage,  and  the 
effluent  discharged  into  the  Canal  contains  a  very  small  percentage 
of  suspended  matter. 

That  portion  of  the  River  adjoining  the  Wilderspool  Road  to 
which  I  referred  in  1893  as  “a  huge  cess-pool  ”  has  been  greatly 
improved,  and  if  the  proposed  penstock  is  erected  under  the  New' 

Covenant  with  the  Ship  Canal  Company,  a  further  addition  will 
be  made  to  the  improvement  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  part 
of  the  River. 

Having  in  view  the  probable  large  extension  of  the  Borough 
during  the  present  year,  the  limit  of  which,  to  the  South,  will  be 
the  line  of  the  North  side  of  the  Ship  Canal  for  a  distance 
of  nearly  two  miles ;  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  for  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  who  live  in  close  contiguity 
to  it,  that  your  Authority  should  be  satisfied  that  the  proposed 
changes  (included  in  a  New  Bill  which  the  Ship  Canal  Company 
are  promoting  in  the  coming  session  of  Parliament)  will  not  prove 
to  be  deleterious  to  the  condition  of  the  water  in  the  Canal. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  except  on  one  or  two  occasions,  there  has 
been  very  little  to  complain  of  in  the  condition  of  the  Canal,  which  it 
is  expected  will  be  the  South  boundary  of  the  Borough.  This 
may  be  due  to  the  free  ingress  and  egress  of  the  tide  at  various 
points  along  the  course  of  the  Canal,  in  addition  to  the  entrance  of 
the  tide  at  Eastham ;  its  tidal  influence  extending  as  far  as  the 
Latchford  Locks. 

•  n 

As  you  are  aware,  power  is  sought  to  fill  up  the  tidal  open¬ 
ings,  and  to  restrict  the  tidal  access  entirely  to  the  entrance 
Lock  at  Eastham.  This  vital  and  important  question  will  no 
doubt  receive  the  closest  scrutiny  at  the  hands  of  your  Engineer. 

If  the  tidal  openings  are  closed,  will  the  amount  of  water  admitted 
at  Eastham  be  sufficient  to  exert  the  same  purifying  effect  as  here¬ 
tofore  upon  the  sew'age  which  is  emptied  at  present  into  the  Canal 
from  the  Latchford  Locks  ? 
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If  the  sluice  at  Walton  Locks  is  raised  during  the  influx  of  tidal 
waters,  it  will  displace  the  water  at  this  end  of  the  Canal,  but  in 
this  connection  I  attach  the  greatest  importance  to  the  construction 
of  the  proposed  penstock  as  the  more  certain  means  of  getting  rid 
of  the  filthy  water  in  the  old  bed  of  the  River  at  Wilderspool.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  20th  Annual 
Report  of  the  work  performed  in  my  department  during  the  year 
1895. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACTS  AND  ORDERS, 

1878  TO  1895. 

Under  the  Swine  Fever  Order,  No.  5,264,  which  came  in  force 
December  10th,  1894, 11  cases  of  suspected  swine  fever  have  been 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  in  each  case  I  declared 
the  premises  infected  swine  fever  places  under  the  said  Order.  The 
Inspector  to  the  Board  then  makes  his  own  enquiries  and  inspec¬ 
tion  in  each  case  reported,  and  if  he  deems  it  necessary  orders  the 
slaughter  of  the  affected  animals,  and  any  others  which  have  been 
in  contact  with  the  diseased  swine.  Compensation  for  animals 
slaughtered  under  the  said  Acts  and  Orders  are  paid  by  the  Board. 

There  has  been  no  public  exhibition  of  swine  for  sale  within  the 
Borough  since  the  18th  day  of  February,  1894. 

During  the  year  I  have  issued  219  Licences  to  butchers  and 
others  to  remove  pigs  from  the  counties  into  the  Borough. 

I  have  also  issued  18  Licences  to  pig  merchants  and  keepers  to 
remove  pigs  from  our  Borough  to  other  parts. 

Farcy. 

Under  the  above  Acts,  one  case  has  been  reported  to  the  Board, 
viz.,  a  horse  which  suffered  from  acute  Farcy.  The  said  horse  was 
destroyed  by  the  owner,  and  buried  in  accordance  with  the  said  Act. 

303  visits  have  been  made  by  myself  and  assistant  inspector  to 
Bank  Quay,  Arpley,  and  Central  Railway  Stations,  and  inspections 
made  of  the  cattle  and  swine  found  there ;  also  the  cattle  trucks, 
pens,  and  gangways.  The  cattle  and  swine  were  found  sound 
and  healthy,  and  the  trucks,  pens,  and  gangways  in  a  satisfactory 
state.  I  have  removed  during  the  year  from  Bank  Quay  Railway 
Station,  6  pigs  and  3  sheep,  which  weighed  1,330  pounds,  they 
having  been  smothered  in  transit.  I  had  them  destroyed  so  as 
to  prevent  them  being  used  for  the  food  of  man. 
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1  may  here  say  that  the  officials  in  authority  at  each  of  the 
Stations  exercise  great  care  in  carrying  out  the  various  sections 
which  affect  them  of  the  above  Acts  and  Orders,  and  render  me 
every  assistance  possible  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  under  the 
said  Acts  and  Orders. 


THE  CANAL  BOATS  ACTS,  1877—1884,  AND  THE  REGULA¬ 
TIONS  OF  THE  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  BOARD. 

Under  these  Acts  and  Regulations  96  Canal  Boats  which 
were  berthed  at  Bank  Quay  and  in  the  upper  portions  of  the 
river  at  Wharf  Street,  Howley  Mills,  and  Howley  Quay  have 
been  inspected  during  the  year.  These  boats  were  registered  to 
accommodate  551  persons  ;  upon  inspection  they  were  found 
occupied  by  only  220  persons,  viz.  198  males,  15  females,  and  7 
children. 

tr 

Five  boats  have  been  met  with  contravening  the  3rd  and  9th 
Sections  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  viz. : 
— The  cabins  required  overhauling  and  painting. 

Complaint  notes  were  sent  to  the  Owners,  and  the  certificates 
certifying  that  the  necessary  work  had  been  done  were  returned  to 
me  in  due  course,  signed  by  the  Inspector  for  the  Local  Authority 
in  whose  districts  the  boats  were  repaired. 

On  Monday,  December  9th,  John  Brydone,  Esq.,  her  Majesty’s 
Chief  Inspector  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877 — 1884,  paid  his 
annual  visit  here,  and  made  an  inspection  of  my  visiting  books  and 
journal  under  the  above  Acts,  and  was  perfectly  satisfied  with  the 
way  the  duties  were  performed. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1875,  AND  THE 

AMENDMENT  ACT,  1879. 

Under  these  Acts,  25  Samples  of  Food  were  obtained  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  Dr.  Gornall,  to  be  analysed  by 
him.  He  certified  that  the  said  samples  were  genuine. 

THE  MARGARINE  ACT,  1887. 

Under  this  Act,  I  have  during  the  year  made  205  visits  to  the 
various  provision  dealers’  shops  within  the  Borough,  and  in  two 
shops  I  found  parcels  of  Margarine  exposed  for  sale  by  retail. 
The  said  parcels  were  not  labelled  as  required  by  the  Act.  The 
owners  were  reported  for  this  offence  to  the  Health  Committee. 
They  instructed  me  to  caution  them  against  a  repetition  of  the 
offence.  I  have  in  a  few  cases  found  Margarine  exposed  for  sale  in 
shops  labelled  in  capital  letters  f-inch  square,  whereas  they  ought  to 
be  labelled  in  capital  letters  l^-inch  square.  These  infringements 
were  the  result  of  ignorance  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  I 


have  therefore  pointed  out  to  the  owners  the  section  of  the  Act 
relative  to  the  marking  of  Margarine  exposed  for  sale  by  retail  in 
their  shops,  and  warned  them  that  if  they  are  found  infringing  the 
Act  again  they  will  be  reported  to  your  Committee. 


THE  DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDERS, 
1885  and  1886,  and  REGULATIONS  MADE  BY  THE 
TOWN  COUNCIL  OF  THIS  BOROUGH. 

MILKSHOPS  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  85  Milkshops  and  24  Cowsheds  within  the  Borough. 
695  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  Milkshops,  and 
293  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  Cowsheds  during 
the  year,  by  myself  and  Assistant  Inspector,  to  see  that  the  above 

Orders  and  regulations  were  duly  carried  out. 

> 

4  Persons  have  been  found  storing  commodities  of  a  dirty 
character  in  their  milk  stores.  I  cautioned  them  against  a 
repetition  of  the  offence,  and  upon  a  subsequent  visit  I 
found  the  practice  discontinued. 

All  the  other  milk  dealers  were  found  complying  with 
the  above  Orders  and  regulations. 

6  Cowsheds  were  found  in  a  dirtv  state. 

4  Cowsheds  were  found  in  a  defective  state. 

10  Notices  were  served  upon  the  occupiers  to  cleanse,  whitewash, 
and  repair  the  same,  which  were  duly  carried  out,  with  the 
exception  of  the  following  case,  viz.  : 

One  Cow-keeper  was  summoned  for  non-compliance  with 
notices  served  upon  him  to  abate  certain  nuisances  and 
structural  alterations,  viz.,  to  cause  the  Cowshed  to  be 
thoroughly  cleansed,  drained,  paved,  and  lighted,  and 
water  supply  laid  on,  in  accordance  with  the  above  regula¬ 
tions. 

This  case  stands  adjourned.  Result  of  magistrates’ 
decision  will  appear  in  subsequent  annual  report. 

3  Accumulations  of  manure  were  found  upon  the  premises  of 
Cow-keepers. 

3  Notices  were  served  to  remove  and  cart  away  the  same,  which 
were  duly  carried  out. 

Milk  is  a  very  sensitive  fluid,  and  one  not  only  capable  of  trans¬ 
mitting  and  disseminating  infective  diseases  from  diseased  cattle  to 
human  beings,  but  also  of  absorbing  foul  odours  and  insanitary 
particles  floating  in  the  air  ;  it  is  therefore  essential  and  of  the 
greatest  importance,  not  only  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  is 
entrusted  with  the  duties  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk- 
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shops  Order  of  1885-6,  but  also  to  milksellers  and  consumers,  to  see 
that  all  cattle  are  sound  and  healthy,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements 
of  the  premises  perfect,  thereby  ensuring  to  the  public  a  pure  and 
healthy  supply  of  this  vast  nation’s  food. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  establishments  where  the  above  are  carried  on  have  been 
regularly  inspected  during  the  year.  The  tripe-dressing  shops, 
which  come  under  this  heading,  have  been  examined  with  a  view 
of  seeing  that  the  food  prepared  therein  was  fit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption.  I  found  one  tripe-dressing  establishment  with  dirty 
walls,  floor,  and  yard,  and  accumulation  of  manure  upon  the 
premises.  Notices  wTere  served  upon  the  owner  to  abate  the  said 
nuisances,  which  were  duly  carried  out. 

THE  FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1878—1895, 

AND 

THE  SHOP  HOURS  ACT,  1892—1895. 

Under  these  Acts  351  visits  and  inspections  Jhave  been  made  of 
the  Workshops  by  myself  and  Assistant  Inspector  during  the  year, 
and  the  sanitary  condition  of  each  of  the  workshops  and  premises 
enquired  into,  viz.,  the  drainage,  w.c.’s,  roofs,  walls,  ceilings, 
air  space,  &c.,  and  the  following  nuisances  have  been  found  existing 
upon  14  of  the  above.

Fourteen  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  or  occupiers 
to  abate  or  remedy  the  said  nuisances.  The  work  necessary  for  the 
abatement  of  the  same  was  at  once  proceeded  with  and  carried  out 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  the  persons  in  default. 

I  find  a  general  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  \\  orkshops 
within  the  Borough  during  the  past  few'  years  ;  this  is  owing  in  a 
great  measure  to  the  places  being  regularly  visited  by  your 
Inspectors. 
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A  good  deal  of  our  time  is  taken  up  in  the  inspection  of  these 
Workshops  to  see  that  they  are  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  state, 
and  I  feel  that  the  labour  is  well  spent,  for  it  is  essential  that  they 
should  be  kept  sanitary,  thereby  preventing  the  health  of  the 
workpeople  employed  therein  being  impaired. 


QUARRIES  FENCING  ACT. 

1.  — This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Quarry  (Fencing)  Act,  1887. 

2.  — This  Act  came  into  operation  January  1st,  1888. 

3.  — It  provides  that  where  any  Quarry  dangerous  to  the  public 
is  in  open  or  unenclosed  land,  within  fifty  yards  of  a  highway  or 
place  of  public  resort,  dedicated  to  the  public,  and  is  not 
separated  by  a  secure  and  sufficient  fence,  it  shall  be  kept  reason¬ 
ably  fenced  for  the  prevention  of  accidents,  and  unless  so  kept 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  Nuisance,  liable  to  be  dealt  with 
summarily  in  manner  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

4.  — In  this  Act : 

The  term  “  Quarry  ”  includes  every  pit  or  opening  made  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  stones,  slate,  lime,  chalk,  clay, 
gravel,  or  sand,  but  not  any  natural  opening. 

During  the  year  I  have  had  to  report  to  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  that  several  Quarries  were  in  existence  within  the  Borough 
and  were  highly  dangerous,  young  children  very  often  being  found 
in  large  numbers  playing  round  these  Quarries,  which  were  in 
places  six  and  seven  feet  deep  in  water.  By  resolution  of  the  said 
Committee  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  to  either  close  or 
fence  the  said  Quarries  round,  as  required  by  the  Act.  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  the  owners  have  in  each  case  laid  drains  with 
connections  to  the  main  sewers  and  drained  the  said  Quarries  dry, 
rendering  them  less  dangerous,  and  will  no  doubt  prevent  any 
further  casualties.  Unfortunately,  within  the  past  few  years  there 
have  been  several  persons  met  their  deaths  by  drowning  in  one 
of  these  old  Quarries. 

Although  the  Act  is  a  short  one,  it  is  nevertheless  an  important 
one.  I  have,  therefore,  felt  it  my  duty  to  give  it  in  full  in  this 
report,  so  that  the  owners  of  Quarries  may  realize  their  responsi¬ 
bility  in  case  of  accident.

The  occupier  of  one  of  the  slaughter-houses  was  found  infringing 
the  By-laws,  viz.,  removing  manure  and  garbage  from  his  slaughter¬ 
house  premises  after  nine  o’clock  in  the  morning.

I  may  here  remark  that  the  inspection  of  slaughter¬ 
houses,  which  are  spread  over  the  Borough,  is  a  matter 
of  great  difficulty,  and  the  only  way  of  simplifying  the  labour  of 
inspection,  and  having  all  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  and 
intended  for  human  food  inspected  before  being  offered  for  sale, 
would  be  accomplished  by  the  erection  of  a  public  slaughter-house 
and  abattoir ;  and  all  the  existing  private  slaughter-houses 
abolished,  putting  an  end  to  the  nuisances  created  by  their 
existence. 


Table  No.  6.  -  BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  93  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  22  of  wdiich  are  not  in 
use.  During  the  year  1,391  inspections  have  been  made  of  them. 
22  nuisances  have  been  found  upon  them  (against  14  in  the 
preceding  year),  and  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  same, 
which  was  duly  carried  out.  Consequently,  I  have  not  had 
occasion  this  year  to  summon  any  of  the  occupiers  before  the 
magistrates,  which  shows  that  they  are  becoming  alive  to  their 
responsibility.

A  good  deal  of  the  Inspector’s  time  is  spent  in  visiting  these  places, 
for  where  the  preparation  of  food  for  public  consumption  goes  on  it 
is  highly  essential  that  all  dust  and  other  impurities  generated 
in  the  process  of  the  trade  in  these  places  should  be  systematically 
removed,  and  the  premises  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  state,  not 
only  for  the  protection  of  the  food  prepared  therein,  but  also  to 
protect  the  health  and  lives  of  the  persons  employed  in  them.
